to Be as Busy as That of 
1927

to prospective measures may be tak- 
en as a gauge. In an admitted In- 
complete survey, because all of the 
members have not intimated what 
measures they will introduce The 
Associated Press finds more than 
thirty measures, mentioned as bills- 
to-be, forecast by legislators, pro- 
posed by state departments, or due 
in the natural course of legislative 
events. 


A brief summary of some of the 


measures that have already reached 
one of these stages, follows: 


Chief among the bills will be state 


financial measures, asking. In €all, 
many millions of dollars to keep' up 
various units of state government. 
Almost unanimously vthe state de- 
partments asked increases lor the 
1929-31 biennium, giving as reasons, 
increased work In the department or 
desire to extend this work. The ^In- 
creases amounted to enough as pre- 
sented^to the state board of public 
affairs, that the board's secretary 
has estimated that a deficit of sev- 
eral millions will occur in the state 
finances If they were all to be pass- 
ed by the legislature. Almost in- 
variably, however, they will be cut 
by the legislature's joint finance 
committee. The board of public af- 
fairs, meeting only a short time be- 
fore the legislature, however, made 
no recommendations for cuts, only 
preparing a letter pointing to the to- 
tal figures. 


The department of markets has

MICHIGAN'S BAUMES LAW 


. Gov. Green has recommended to the 
legislature modification of Michigan's 
law requiring life imprisonment for 
the fourth conviction of a felony. He 
believes that the act is endangered by 
the fact that violations of the liquor 
laws are classed as felonies, with the 
'result that men and women have been 
sentenced to life imprisonment by rea- 
son of offenses in whole or in part 
against prohibition. 
There is every 


indication that the legislature will re- 
spond and so reclassify 
felonies as 


to exclude liquor violations. 


Much of the clamor that has been 


raised against the Michigan fourth 
conviction law is maudlin sentimental- 
ism. It is of the same class of sympa- 
thy and protest uniformly exerted in 
behalf of the criminal. It belongs in a 
large degree to that peculiar emotional 
complex which rushes to the defense 
of those who break the law, no matter 
how great the crime may be. We are 
living in an .age where there is more 
concern for the criminal than for his 
victims and society. Criminal profes- 
sions have a standing comparable al- 
most to legitimate professions. Crime 
is so deeply entrenched-in both a na- 
tional and local sense that it stands 
as^a constant challenge to the efficacy 


/ of government. As yet <he latter has 


= not demonstrated its superiority. 


The banditry of Jesse James times 


w,ks mere child play-when measured 
against 
the daily' achievements of 


gangsters today. Most of these super- 
criminals ai^e above and beyond the. 
law. They may be arrested but their 
punishment is inconsequential. If they 
go to prison they are freed in a slysrt 
time by culpable governors, whose po- 
litical alliances directly or indirectly 
with crime compel them to such ac- 
tion. We had an example of this only 
the other day when Gov. Small of Illi- 
nois freed notorious murderers. 


It is to remedy in a measure this 


situation that New York adopted what 
is known as the Baumes law, and 
which has been copied by Michigan, 
providing for automatic life imprison- 
ment on the fourth convection of a fel- 
ony. The principle back of this law is 
of the utmost importance and repre- 
sents a distinct step forward toward a 
solution of the crime problem. 
The 


whole country would be better off if 
every state would adopt such a law 
and rigorously enforce it. Care should 
be taken, however, to include only 
such felonies as constitute really seri- 
ous offenses, and that can consistently 
be regarded as proof of hardened crim- 
inality on the fourth conviction. 


We do not think violations of the 


prohibition law belong to this class. 
They should be eliminated. However, 
the major offenders against prohibi- 
tion are entitled to no leniency or sym- 
pathy. Provisions for their punishment 
ought to be severe and ought to be en- 
forced. 
Having a pint or a quart of 


liquor in one's possession is entirely 
different than conspiracies against the 
constitution and laws of the United 
States, accompanied by other lawless- 
ness. 


TEX RICKARD 


In the death of Tex Rickard the 


United States loses not only its out- 
standing boxing promoter, but its 
greatest showman. Rickard, who rose 
to fame via the gold fields of Alaska 
and a faro table in Nevada, is the man 
who took prizefighting from the "rack- 
et** class and developed it into an in- 
dustry. He did this single-handed and 
often he was down to his last penny 
before his dreams came true. 


Rickard's first promotion of a prize- 


fight was in Nevada, where he match- 
£d Battling Nelson and Joe Cans. He 
made money on t3iis fight and " is suc- 
cess caused him to abandon his other 
business ventures and turn his efforts

to prizefight promotion. 
When the 


westerner arrived in New York, prize- 
fighting was at a low ebb because of 
its questionable sponsors. Rickard, his 
reputation as a "square shooter" pre- 
ceding him east, suon won the confi- 
dence of the fighters and. the public, 
and it was but a' few years until he 
had won the sobriquet as "America's 
greatest prizefight promoter." 


Among the battles he staged were 


those between Dempsey and Willard 
at Toledo; Dempsey and Firpo in New 
York; Dempsey and Carpentier in New 
Jersey and the last two Dempsey- 
Tunney matches.In the latter fight the 
gate receipts exceeded $3,000,000* and 
the Madison Square Garden corpora- 
tion's share was in excess of $600,000. 


Rickard had an eye for the pictur- 


esque and everything fte did was on a 
big scale. He seemed to realize that 
Americans want things done in a spec- 
tacular manner and he catered to this 
craving, and became rich. He also was 
a great publicity-getter and had the 
knack of handling sport writes so that 
they boosted his schemes to the limit. 


Rickard humanized 
prizefighting 


and made it a stellar public attraction. 
Furthermore, he introduced business 
meth'ods into the operation of Madison 
Square Gardens and made a profit for 
the corporation after many lean years. 
His monument will be the new Madi- 
son Square Gardens, which he built 
with the aid of several millionaire 
friends and dedicated to sports. This 
venture proved profitable 
from 
the 


ppening night and had Rickard lived 
there is no doubt but that he would 
have been a multi-millionaire in a 
very few years. 


Several outstanding prizefighters, 


notably Dempsey and Tunney owe 
their ring success and fortunes to him. 
He was the man "that ballyhooed up 
the big crowds and got the large 
purses for them. That they appreciate 
this fact is shown by their devotion to 
him, 
Dempsey being at his bedside 


when he died. There are a number of 
promoters who feel that they can cap- 
ably fill Rickard's shoes, among them 
Hubert Fugazy of Brooklyn, but it is 
doubtful if they will measure up to 
his stature either as promoters or as 
men. 
There was only one Rickard.

five years. Many prominent conserva- 
tionists dispute a statement recently 
issued by the conservation commission 
to the effect that there are more deer 
in upper Wisconsin today than twenty 
years ago. These observers assert that 
deer are rapidly decreasing and will 
eventually become extinct in Wiscon- 
sin unless they are given additional 
protection. 


We do not know what the facts are, 


but we believe it is more reasonable 
to assume that, deer are decreasing 
than to accept the claim that they are 
increasing. 
Development of upper 


Wisconsin is constantly encroaching 
upon refuges of Avild life and closing in 
on-all animals which require a consid- 
erable space for their safety and con- 
tentment. Moreover, the number of 
hunters has increased enormously, so. 
that during the ten day open season 
the woods are literally filled with rifles. 
The ease with which deer haunts can 
now be reached also adds heavily to 
the kill. 


It is our opinion that the deer of 


Wisconsin are of far greater value to 
the state in the woods than they are 
slaughtered and carried off as game. 
The interest of its millions of citizens 
in live deer is of greater importance 
than the interest of the relatively few 
who wish to hunt them. From the food 
standpoint, it is wholly unnecessary to 
kill them. The only justification is the 
sport of the chase. We do not maintain 
that all hunting should be abolished, 
but we do believe that it should be 
placed under such rigid restriction as 
to give our wild life as least a 90 per 
cent chance to perpetuate itself, and 
the hunters not more than a 10 per 
cent chance to destroy it 


The day will come when all hunting 


of this character will be prohibited. 
Animals of the forest are not like fish 
of the streams. The latter can be re- 
stocked and reasonably well perpetu- 
ated, whereas the propagation of other 
wild life by artificial means is impos- 
sible. We believe that on general prin- 
ciples, Wisconsin would 
d>. well 
to 


have a closed season on deer hunting 
for a number of years.

caused ,by disease of the middle ear

ingly select middle ear disease, be- 
cause the ear specialists know very 
little about the middle ear.

the internal ear they know knothing 
at all, as they will tell you in high 
power medical terms. My late band 
took its inspiration, I suppose, from 
the labyrinth or somewhere way In 
deep.

SGHMIEGE TO BRING 
FOUR BILLS BEFORE 
STATE LEGISLATURE 


Outagamie Assemblyman Is 


One of Youngest and Most 
Active Lawmakers 


One of the youngest anl most ae- 


tlv» assemblyman of the 1929 legis- 
lature la Oscar J. Schmiege, who rep- 
resents the second Outagamle-co dis- 
trict In the legislature. 
last session he was one of the 


three or four who were called "boy 
legislators" but he Introduced some 
of the measures that went Into the 
history of the next-to-longest ses- 
sion. 


His name was attached to the res- 


olution by which the state honored 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, a former 
classmate of Schmlege at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. He also was au- 
thor of the measure by which the 
state's corrupt 
practices act was 


amended «s to the relation between 
amounts candidates might spend for 
primary and regular election cam- 
paigns. ' The law creating a state 
band, not yet picked, also was his. 


Mr. Schmiegre has prepared three 


more bills which will he introduced 
at this session of the legislature and 
is planning introducing a 
fourth 
measure 


CURB ELECTION BILLS 


One of these bills will clarify the 


S corrupt practices act by fixing the 


amount of jnoney which 
may be 


spent fn any election campaign. Un- 
der this measure all 
expenditures 


made in behalf of any candidate will 
have to be approved by that candi- 
date and will be listed with his per- 
sonal campaign expense report. The 
limit which can be spent by outsiders 
in a campaign for governor would 
be $50,000. 


Under the present law there Is no 


limit as to what can be spent by out- 
siders In any election campaign. 
Amounts set for expendituers for 
campaigns for other offices are not 
contained in Mr. Schmfege's pro- 
posal but probably will be written In 
by the committee to which it is sent. 


Another of Mr. Schmiege's pro- 


posals would allow policemen In cit- 
ies between 10,000 end 39,000 popu- 
lation one day of rest hi eight. Mr. 
Schraiege said that at present police- 
men are working1 from 10 to 14 hours 
a day without ever having a day of 
rest* 


Mr. 
Schmiege's third 
proposal 


would insert a reciprocal clause in 
the state inheritance tax law. That 
is, residents of those states which do 
not Impose an inheritance tax on 
property owned In those states by 
Wisconsin citizens, would not have 
to pay a tax on land which they own 
in Wisconsin. 
The author pointed 


out that at present many inheritanc- 
es are eaten up by being taxed in 
several states. 


A fourth measure which Mr. 


Schmiege may bring before the leg- 
islature would create a state sher- 
if"s department with headquarters 
at Madison. 
This headquarters 


would keep in close touch with every 
sheriff's office in the state with the 
view of making the law enforcement 
and criminal detection work more 
efficient. 


Graduate of the civil engineering 


school of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, Mr. Schmiege took 
the law 


course and was admitted to the 
bar. 


Previous to election to the legisla- 
ture he served as a civil engineer 
with a railroad and was a construc- 
tion engineer.

Tularaemia, a disease often found 


in wild rabbits and sometimes con- 
tracted by men handling rabbits, has 
never been found In tame rabbits, 
according to information, received 
from the United States Public Health 
Service, by Chris J. Deltgen, Apple- 
ton rabbit raiser. 


In speaking of the disease 
the 


United States health bureau says It 
comes from tick bites, fly bites and 
from handling rabbit meat, especial- 
ly livers and spleen while dressing a 
wild rabbit. The germ gets into the 
human body by means of cuts on 
the hands and is best recognized by 
a tired feeling accompanied by a 
high temperature and swollen lymph 
glands In the arm. 


Convalescence is very slow, per- 


sons having been known to take six 
months to a year to fully recover. 


In rabbits the Infection Is noted by 


white spots of the spleen and liver. 
Cooked wild rabbit meat usually is 
considered free from the disease for 
the germ Is killed by temperature 
of 53 degrees centigrade or 133 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. Rabbits left out 
of doors In freezing -weather for 30 
days also are considered free of the 
germ. 


The health department suggests 
that people beware the wild rabbit 
killed by dogs or by boys with a 
club. Their suggestion Is the rab- 
bit was fallen prey because It Is sick, 
probably Infected with tularaemia. 
Hunters also are asked to let a rab- 
bit run before shooting at It If It 
appears sluggish chances are It Is 
sick and might best be left alone.
